Public attention is being called to the fact 
that the disease known as the “flu” is ram- 
‘pant throughout Europe. 

In the newspaper accounts, interviews 
with our public health officials repeatedly re 
count the efforts being made to keep this 
disease from this country. Their methods 
are by quarantine, antiseptic drugs and the 
detention of all the sick before landing. 


Sources 
Notwithstanding that we do not know the 
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origin of epidemics, past history has repeat- 
edly shown us that not until these epidemics 
have run their course can such measures 
fully succeed. 

Whether an epidemic be atmospheric in 
nature or whether it be transmitted by the 
germ involved is a much disputed question. 
Neither statement can be proved. 

Many of you who recall the great “flu” eptl- 
demic of 1917 and 1918 will remember that 
ships far out at sea, isolated desert dwell- 
ings and habitations far from the great cen- 
ters of civilization were visited with the 
same ferocity as the great centers of popula- 
tion. 

The epidemic resembled a miasmic wave 
which had to burn itself out. 

Many of you can recall the suspicion and 
dread with which we viewed our neighbor, 
the universal wearing of masks in the vain 
hope of filtering the germs and the copious 
use of antiseptic drugs in the effort to kill 
the supposedly responsible bacteria. 

How successful these measures have been 
in the past can be attested by the tremen- 
dous mortality statistics. 

Where the war killed one, the “flu” killed 
ten during those dreadful years. The epi- 
demic wave found a prepared and fertile en- 
vironment from which to take ita toll. 

Environment 

Whether epidemics are due to bacteria 
and the transmission of bacteria from one 
person to another by contact or whether 
there is an unknown atmospheric or electro- 
magnetic disturbance which lessens the re- 
sistance and makes us susceptible to it, we 
do not know, as any one of these conten- 
tions, by reason ofthe magnitude of its 
scope, is unprovable. 
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However, on one thing authorities univer- 
sally are agreed and that is, whether we 
speak individually or collectively, if the en- 
vironment favoring epidemic development is 
absent, an epidemic could not take place, or 
at least it could be checked in its inciplency. 

individual Resistance 

Whether the individual be attacked with 
the disease which strikes its blow at him 
alone or whether the same blow is struck 
at millions, the self-evident nature of indi- 
vidual resistance is easily manifest. 

In the last great epidemic during which 
millions throughout the world were attacked, 


a large percentage went through the disease 


with not the slightest injurious aftermath. 
On the other hand, millions were killed 
within a few days after being stricken. 
Thousands who survived so tremendously 
weakened their vitality that they became 
an easy prey to the other respiratory dis- 
eases—tuberculosis, pneumonia, asthma, etc. 
Orthodox Treatment 
_ Of course, we all agree that immunity to 
the disease, whether it appear in epidemic 
or in individual form, is most to be desired. 
Even though millions have been spent in 
so-called scientific research, even though the 
newspapers have luridly featured vaccines, 
serums and antitoxins supposed either to 


cure or prevent this disease, at this stage 


there is not a single known medicinal 
remedy capable of combating it either in 
its epidemic or isolated forms. 

Even yet the orthodox medicinal way of 
treating this disease is by prescribing the 
various drugs to counteract the symptoms 
occurring during the disease. 

For instance, antipyretic drugs are given 
for the fever, cough-suppressing medicines 


for the cough and opiates-to induce sleep. 


Laxatives are prescribed for their purpose 
and pain-depressants have theirs. 


A definite drug remedy for the disease in 


§ its entirety is unknown. 


Prevention 
It is much better and wiser to prevent 
its ocurrence than to study ways of cur- 
ing it. 


Several things have been noted in prevent- 


ing epidemics. 

Persons of sedentary occupations are 
more prone than those who engage in active 
occupations. 

Constipation and stomd@ch trouble render 
one peculiarly susceptible to the disease. 

Auto-intoxication in its broadest phase ts 


4 the best environment for the presence of the 


disease. 
Resistance, of course, is directly related 

to overcoming these exceedingly popular 

ailments. Strength and vitality must be 


m4 uillt up only by diet, exercise and correct 


hygiene, the precepts Care of the Body has 
been teaching for these many years. 
Fear Psychology 

When once the disease has been estab- 
lished, however, there is still no necessity 
for the semihysterical actiofis which so 
characterized the previous epidemics. 

The constant morbid suspicions, the ever- 
present fear, the germ mania and the over- 
whelming use of strong drugs—these un- 


doubtedly produce a thoroughly favorable 


environment for the distribution of the dis- 
ease. 
Natural Treatment 

Instead of permitting such elements to 
hold sway, it would be a wiser policy, in- 
deed, to follow the simple precepts of 
natural methods. : 

When the first symptoms of the cold oc- 
cur, for the “flu” thoroughly resembles the 
common cold in its early stages, stop eat- 
ing. 

By means of enemas clean the intestines 
thoroughly.

With peaches, individual tests conducted 
by several of the farm advisers have shown 


a distinct influence from the use of nitrog- 


enous fertilizers, chiefly the quickly avail- 
able chemical forms. The foliage has been 
unmistakably of a darker green color and 
the fruit both larger in size and greater in 
amount, although from ten days to two 
weeks later in ripening. It is by no means 


‘certain as yet, however, that these effects, 


resulting from the use of nitrogenous fer- 
tilizers, have been of sufficient value to 
make the fertilizer applications profitable. 
It should also,be noted that these results 
have been most marked on the lighter soil 
types and have been much less evident on 
the heavier soila There seem to have been 
no differences in the results obtained from 
the use of nitrogenous fertilizer alone as 
compared with those obtained with the so- 
called complete forms, which would tend to 
indicate no influence ‘from either phosphor- 
ic acid or potash. 

The experiments at Davis are still so 
young that marked results have not yet 
been obtained. No published reports are

In making the cuttings, one should cut off 
sections of the older wood about four to six 
inches long, each with a new branch on it, 
one of the soft wood branches that have 


started vertically from the prostrate old 
branches. This old wood will start easily. 
A sharp knife must be used, and all cuts 
should be clean. The leaves on the soft 
wood must be cut back, too. 

To start the cuttings, place them in rows, 
close together, in a deep box filled with a 
mixture of sand and soil, the sand in larger 
percentage especially at the level where the 
old wood section of the cutting is set. The 
soil should be kept moist, but not wet, and 
best results, leave the box in a sun- 
ny place during the day, and take it im un- 
der shelter during the night. 


While one cannot secure a very large per- 
centage of plants in this way, it is not dif- 
ficult to make the cuttings, or to take care 
of them. And when once started, such 
plants are sturdy, and will grow very rap 
idly. Last year, the writer counted 114 
fruits on a trellised Home tomato that was 
started from a cutting. They were several 
weeks earlier than those started from seed.

Grafting avocados brings quick. returns 
but is apt to lead to future complications 
through wind unsightly bracing 
and possible decay of the cut branch.

HREE years ago we bought a down-at 
the-heel, dilapidated ranch. The soil

On the north side of the house was an- 
other bedroom, built like am “ell” with three 
outside walls, containing a crazy door in 
one wall and equally crazy windows in the 
other two. The doors and windows came

Ther windows cost $2.50 apiece, but 
the et cet brought the total up to near- 
ly $60. The floor here was splintery but 
solid, and $3 worth of paint put it in fairly 
good condition. The living room needed 
nothing but ceiling and papering. 
THB HARD PART 
Then we began the really hard part of 
the job. The rear of the house, including 
one bedroom, dining-room, old kitchen and 
their appurtenances, were all eight inches 
lower than the rest of the house. We re- 
moved the lean-to and carted the horrible 
tin bathtub in the so-called bathroom a 
- to the depths of an isolated cany Then 
the floors had to be torn up—a d , sick- 
ening job. The dining-room had a new 
floor which had been laid over the old one, 
and both had to come up before the founda- 
-tions could be raised. This cost nothing 
but labor, for odds and ends of timber and 
big flat stones provided the supports. The 
bedroom had to have a new floor, which 
cost $35. We converted the dining-room in- 
to a kitchen, installing the sink therein 
with a couple of casement windows over it 
which opened on a very beautifal view. 
These windows cost $8. 
The old kitchen we divided into a bath- 
room and back porch. The east end was 
the bathroom with a door from the porch 
and back bedroom. The bathroom and its 
equipment and the septic tank cost $200. 
The old bathroom floor was bad, and new 
floors for both bathroom and porch were 
made from the boards of the old lean-to. 
They were sound and well weathered, and 
we put linoleum over the bathroom floor.

It has been observed, however, that when 
a limb is girdled and a bark graft put in, 
the resulting union is much stronger, prob- 
ably because the graft grows more slowly, 
as that part of the limb beyond the graft 
takes up some of the excess sap. I be- 
lieve that the best results are obtained by 
budding forced sprouts, although it takes a 
few montths longer. One of the principal 
reasons for advocating this style of top- 
working is that the sprout is more firmly 
attached to the tree than the fast-growing 
graft, particularly during the early life of 
a cleft-graft.

Cannery Makes Ready 
for Spinach 


' HANFORD.—The cannery of the Kings 
County Packing Company at Armona is to 
be put in readiness to commence a six- 
weeks run on spinach, which crop is expect- 
ed, with favorable weather, to be ready for™ 
putting up early in March. 

The company has 240 acres under con- 
tract and the average production is about 
six tons to the acre. The prevailing price 
is $17.50 a ton delivered at the cannery. The 
canning company is encouraging the grow- 
ing of acre tracts by the boys and girls of 
the Island District school agricultural club 
and is paying a bonus for superior quality. 

In addition ‘to the spinach grown under 

contract there ig a considerable acreage pro- 
duced for home consumption and for sale 
frésh for shipment to the city markets. The 
soil and climate in the Island District north 
of Lemoor seem to be particularly adapted 
to growing spinach. The principal varieties 
grown are the Prickley, Verifloy and Sum- 
mer Success. 
Owing to recognition of the high value of 
spinach in a well-balanced diet, the consump- 
tion of the vegetable both fresh and canned 
is rapidly increasing. The growing of spin- 
ach is assuming place as an important in- 
dustry in Kings County.

Concreting of Canals 
Economically Done 


MESA (Ariz.)—Concrete lining now is be- 


South, Eastern and Consolidated canals of 
its system, the head ditches on the southern 
side of the valley, above Mesa, leading from 
the Granite Reef dam. The work is being 
done at what is said to be a low yardage 
cost. A mixture of sand and cement, in the 
ratio of 4 1-2 to 1, is shot through cement 
guns under a pressure of from sixty to 
eighty pounds, into a mesh of woven wire 
that has been laid along the bottoms and 
sides of the big waterways. The mesh is 
electrically welded and is very strong. The 
coating averages about 1 1-2 inches in thick- 
mess. Not only is there a large saving of 
water from seepage, but cleaning costs are 
eliminated for all time, while the capacity 
of the canal is materially increased, owing

When Mrs. Dodge chose her home twenty- 
seven years ago she set out an orange grove 
on one of the lots, as well as many fruit 
trees for home use. She has lemons, loquats, 
kumquats, pears, figs, tangerines, grape- 
fruit, nectarines, apples, apricots, guavas, 
plums, prunes, péaches and walnuts for the 
picking and all on her own place.
